1 . (Previously Presented) An aluminum alloy comprising: 
from about 3 to about 4.5 weight percent Cu, 
from greater than 0.6 to about 2 weight percent Mg, 
from about 0.01 to about 0.8 weight percent Li, 
up to about 2.0 weight percent Zn, 
up to about 2.0 weight percent Ag, 
up to about 1 weight percent of a dispersoid, and 
the balance aluminum and incidental elements and impurities, 
Wherein the amount of Cu in the alloy is below the maximum solubility; 
Wherein the amount of Mg in the alloy is below the maximum solubility; and 
Wherein the fracture toughness and strength of the alloy are both increased when increasing 
lithium from about 0.01 to about 0.8 weight percent. 




2. (Previously Presented) The aluminum alloy of Claim 1, wherein the Li content of 
the alloy is from about 0.2 to about 0.8 weight percent 

3. (Previously Presented) The aluminum alloy of Claim 1 , wherein the Li content of 
the alloy is from about 0.2 to about 0.7 weight percent. 

4. (Previously Presented) The aluminum alloy of Claim 1 , wherein the Cu content of 
the alloy is from about 3.5 to about 4.5 weight percent
